She will be buried in the potter's field at 
Watnut Hill Cemetery, for her mother, an 
inmate of the isolation ward at the poor 
farm, has spent all she had in caring for 
hergelfvand children with smallpox. 

The funeral will be held Friday. None 
of the child's relatives can attend, for the 
child was just recovering from smallpox. 

May Norris, 7 years old, decided the cis- 
tern would be a splendid place to hide. 
She intended to stand on the curbing, but 
she fell into the water, and it was a halt 
hour before her body was recovered. Dr. 
Alexander Wood exposed himseif to small- 
pox in getting the child out of the cistern, 
and every effort was made to resuscitate 
her. 

Her death has cast additional gloom over 
the inmates of the isolation ward. She wag 
known to all of them and often performed 
Httle errands for them. Wards at poor 
farms are not attended by many nurses, 
and the services of the child, who was al- 
most well, were highly appreciated. 


Mother Stricken 
While Nursing Her. ° 

Her presence made the victims of the 
fearful disease forget their pains, and the 
prattle of her childish voice recalled to 
some of them their own little ones. 

At the time little May was stricken with 
small-pox her mother was supporting her- 
self and her little girl, but even at a poor 
farm there are many things to be had if 
the patient has a Uttle money. In buying 
such things Mrs. Norris spent nearly all 
she had, when she, too, caught the disease. 

She is very ill, but it was impossible to 
keep the knowledge of her daughter's death 
from her, as the child was in the ward 
where she was. 

Ili in bed and half-delirious from pain,

The remainder of the estate is to be 
divided equally among his daughter and 
other son, but their interests are to be 
held in trust for their children, the in- 
come to be paid to the two during life. 

Harold Thomas is a gay Youth. His 
father sent him West to visit his un- 
cle, Dr. David Porter, in Kansas City. 

Dr. Porter had married his second wife 
but two years before the visit of young 
Thomas. She was Ada Blandy of Zanes- 
ville, O., 20 years old and beautiful. Dr. 
Porter was 60. 

Then there came a storm. Dr. Porter 
quarreled with his wife and nephew and 
left the house, telling them they would 
never again see him alive. 

The next morning he was found dead. 
He had committed suicide. 

Mrs. Porter returned to Zanesville. So:

The report of the legislative committee, appointed by the gov- 
ernor to visit the institutions of the state, on the St. Louis In- 
sane Asylum gces over the ground already many times traversed 
by the Post-Dispatcr. On Jan. 7, 1908, the Post-Dispatch pub- 
lished the facts on the authority of the Health Commissioner and 
demanded prompt relief action. 

The committee found 675 insane persons crowded into a building 
designed for 350. Ie corridors are turned into sleeping rooms, 
and the air is necessarily foul. Every inch of available space 
in the sleeping rooms is occupied with beds. A temporary wooden 
structure sheltcrs 92 patients and is as crowded as the main 
building. Moreover, 925 insane patients are lodged in the Poor- 
house, where the accommodations of humanity are even more 
limited than in the asylum itself. 

This condition is found in an institution of a clty which pro- 
poses to hold the greatest exhibition the world ever saw. The St. 
Louls insane asylum will be one of the exhibits of the World's 
Fair. Its condition will reflect the public character of the city, 
which will be adjudged accordingly. 

Can the citizens of St. Louls afford to let the condition de- 
scribed by the legislative committee continue? Can the business 
interests affore it? The reputation of the city will lose more by 
such exhibits than it will gain by all the pomp of the Fair. 

In response to the exposure of conditions in the City Hospital 
and the demand for emergency action additional temporary quar- 
ters will be provided for the relief of the hospital. This at least 
should be done for the Tnsane Asylum and the Poorhouse. ‘But 
the need for radical improvement which will completely remove 
the reproach of inhumanity is imperative. Tle surplus of insane 
should ba moved to befter quarters.

property, much can be done in preserving the parks we have 
and the city property which may be turned into parks, in sur- 
rounding schoolhouses in the downtown districts with ample 
ground for playgrounds and breathing places and in establisung 
playgrounds. Plans can be laid to prevent the situation of New 
York and other large cities, whoré playgrounds must be built 
on top of schcolhouses and enormous sums expended to acquire 
park property. | ö
